pected. Oleanlines's'throughout the build- 
ings, bedrooms and among the inmates ap- 
pears to be rigidly observed. The inmates 
themselves are apparently happy and con- 
tented, well fed and clothed, and seem to 
feel that efforts are being put forth for 
their comtort and welfare. Tbe few com- 
plaints rjffared us were found, upon inves- 
tigation, to be ill-founded, and but per- 
sonal grievances. 


The buildings are well ventilated and 


heated, which, with regular habits and 
wholesome food, in a great measure ac- 
counts for the reraaruable health record, 
which is above the average. 


The associating with others, of two in- 


mates who were insane, and noticed by us, 
was remedied later in the year by their 
removal to a proper institution. 


Tbe subject of connecting the County 


Home with tbe ontside world by means of 
a telephone, while considered a conven- 
ience worthy of the expense, was not 
urged by us when we learned that our 
present Steward was more than content 
without one, as was also an elevator for 
the convenience of the aged and infirm. 


The subject of lighting and dangers 


from fire was well considered by us, and 
our conclusions are that under tne present 
careful method the dangers are reduced 
to a minimum, and are as safe or safer 
than any other plan and at considerable 
less expense. 


The good judgement of the Steward as 


a farmer is apparent to anyone well ac- 
quainted with a well managed, paying 
farm, the products of which go towards 
the support of the institution. 


The implements are all well cared for 


and in the dry. The year's crops were all 
above the average, except the hay and 
wheat. 
With 3500 bushels of corn in the 


cribs, stables of porkers, 1000 bushels of 
potatoes and barrels of sauerkraut in the 
cellar, a stack of cabbage in the yard, be- 
sides bushels of beans and other vegeta- 
bles, many items of outside expense ate 
cut ott. 


While having no special recommenda- 


tion to make at this time, your committee 
is unanimous in commending tbe Steward 
and Matron upon the general appearance 
and management of the institution.

the office and the residents of Indiiinola 
are now compnlled to eo to Greenville, 
fortv miles away, for their mail. 
Sena- 


tor Spooner, in an eloquent manner, justi- 
fied the action of the President. He pro- 
duct d evidence as to the good character of 
Mrs. 
Oox, nnd that her standing in the 


community was Indorsed by the best and 
most 
reputable 
people 
in the town. 


Among those on her bond were tbe present 
Democratic State Senator from .that dis- 
trict, together with the leading banker of 
Indianola and an ex-State Senator. 


The office has been conducted to the ut- 


most satisfaction of the Department and 
the patrons of tho office, and she was at 
all times courteous, faithful >nd compe- 
teajt.

TUC CATSKILIS AT THIS SEASON. 


The Oatskill Mountains, N. Y.., 


January 34, 1903. 


Editor Gazette:—It may interest some 


of your readers to know somewhat con- 
cerning the region where I am now for a 
few weeks engaged in Church Visitation 
work. I am almost on the summit o! the 
Catskill Mountains. Ttfe surroundings 
are magnificent,, even in winter. There 
ie a peculiar wlldness of grandeur that be- 
longs to the hills at this season of the 
year to a Scotchman, one born and raised 
In the 
"Land of brown health and shaggy wood 
"Land of the Mountain and the Flood." 


Such environment as this is peculiarly 


inspiring. J know not that poeti are 
raised on the prairies. It Is under such 
auspices as these giant elevations that the 
angel of poesy dispenses gifts. 


Of course the Catskills are not so lofty 


as other natural eminences in our own 
fair Columbia. It has been my privilege 
to 
see the 
others. 
Crossing 
the 


Alleghenies, 
the 
Rookies, the Sierra 


Nevadas, the Cascades and "Shasta," one 
is lost in wonder and amazement at the 
colossal in God's handiwork. Nor do we 
reach the tallest till we strike "St. EH as" 
in Alaska, over 19,000 feet above the Sea. 
But "Rainier" over 15,000 feet, accord- 
ing 
to the latest measurement, and 


Mounts "Hood," 
"Baker" and "St. 


Helens" in Washington and Oregon are 
fair illustrations that the East does not 
equal tbe West in the effort to touch the 
skies. 
But, eastern mountains are none 


the less attractive and impressive that 
they nestle more closely to the'bosom of 
mother Earth. 
The highest peak of the 


Catskills is slightly over 4000 feet. 
It is 


here visible. That is nearly as high as 
Ben Novis, tha loftiest mountain peak in 
Scotland, 
toward whose summit I once 


started but was reluctantly compelled to 
retrace my steps on account of sickness. 
The mountian climbing fever has never 
returned. I am quite willing to let the 
other fellow attend to that part of the 
performance. 
I prefer to enjoy tbe scene 


where I can have the privilege of a full 
perspective. 


The number of hills in the Oatskill range 


adds illimitable beauty and value to the 
section. 


Of course, it goes without saying, there 


is plenty of snow here. Sleighing has 
been eood for about two months. A slight 
rain, one night this week, has made it 
rather thin in places. But we do not go 
long without snow here. 
So, any day, we 


look for the needed improvement. I like 
snow when it comes down io stay. 
In the 


region of Philadelphia snow, as a rule, 
gives no real pleasure. It gives discom- 
fort rather, as all your readers well know. 
In these parts it is welcome. The fact is 
that it is the farmer's friend in the winter 
time in more was s than one. This win- 
ter the farmers in this region are making 
money on their wood. The scarcity of 
coal has increased not only the cost of the 
"black diamond" itself but also the price 
of wood. What yon consider a cord in 
Bucks county costs on the mountains, this 
season, six dollars. Nor is it split, either. 
A first-class cold of hard wooJ split into 
small pieces reidv for the smaller stoves 
and fire-places was bought in Bristol this 
winter, to my own knowledge, for $7.25. 
In the same condition up here, this year, 
it would cost as much. This will indicate 
to your readers that the coal strike is 
"hitting" everybody. 


The people here who have to buy wood 


are grumbling loudly and lustily over the 
extra amount they have to pay for fuel. 
I had not thought, until I came face to 
face with it, that even the Mountaineers 
woudi have to share in the conl famine, 


So everywhere, the American people are 


being taught experimentally that there is 
"something lotten in the state of Den- 
mark." 
I trust that the Republican party 


will be able to straighten out this muddle 
to the satisfaction of the country before 
the next Presidential elebtion. 
I have 


faith to oelicve that it will for the past 
has discovered its ability to deal intelli- 
gently with bis and troublesome problems. 
If oui beloved Preisdent will keep on as 
he seems to be gome thinking fully as 
much, to say the least, of the Nation's 
welfare as of party's fortune I have an 
idea that by 1904 we shall find approved 
conditions extant, and relations between 
tho corporation and the individual upon a 
just nnd, therefore, better basis. 


I hive been doing considerable sleigh- 


riding up here. You ought to see bow we 
"rig out" here. I find my heavy ulster 
coat a necessity in these parts. I did not 
find so very much use for it in 
Bristol. 


Then, the feet have to be encased in cloth 
overshoes. 
A pair of woolen mitts or 


cloves covered by a pair of buckskin mitts 
or gloves constitute not any more than 
enough to keep the heat in the bands. 


Yesterday afternoon I iound my finger- 


tips chilly even with both covering tbe 
hands. Then, a fur or heavy cloth (wool) 
cap must protect the bead and ears in 
driving. 
You pull the whole business 


down over your face and ears, with the ex- 
ception of a slight opening for the eyes 
and nostrils. 


If you had been in this locality on yes- 


terday you might have seen your scribe in 
that toggery. I doubt whether you would 
have recognized me had you passed me on 
the road. 


But, I presume, you would like a word 


or two about the people, the natives. 
Well, they are not unlike the population 
of mountain districts generally. Sir Wai 
ter Scott, referring to tho Highlanders of 
his native land describes them thus: 


"As firm as the rcoks that bide 
"The wrath of the advancing tide." 


The inhabitants of hill districts are us- 


ually quite set in their ways. 
They are 


pretty steady and reliable, though. 
In 


some respects, perhaps, not unlike the 
descendents of William Fenn, "a little 
slow, but sure." I find the people rather 
shy of strangers at first but after they 
"thaw out" quite 
wirm-bearted and 


sociable. 
It has been my privilege to 


preach to these people every evening since 
my ariival. 


They turn out in large force for their 


numbers, despite the severity of the 
weather, and drive, many of them, quite a 
goodly number of miles to church. I met 
a brother who told me last evening that 
he travelled on foot three miles to church 
and the tame distance home again. When 
I realize, as your readers can scarcely do. 
the character of the atmostphere here and 
the slippery walking I do feel that _thot 
brother's example is one to be admired. 
How many in our cities will scarcely go a 
few yards on a winter's evening to tbe 
House of God. 
There ia an old saying 


"the nearer the church the farther from 
Grace." I am not going to say how true 
it is. In some instances, however, I be- 
lieve It might not be inappropriately 
quoted/

Mrs. Sid Stuart, in Reliable^ Poultry 


Journal, gives this remedy for" limber 
neck: 
Hypo-sulphate of soda—dissolve 


one teaspoonful in a half a cup of water, 
and give a teaspoonful of the mixture to 
each affected fowl every two or three 
hours. A teaspoonful of the hypo-sulphate 
in a quart of water is also a good remedy. 


A mixture of.eqnal carts of sulphur and 


burnt alum, as much as "can be readily 
held on a teaspoon, blown in the throat of 
the fowl having diphtheria, is said, by 
Farm, Garden and Poultry, to be excellent 
treatment, 
Withhola feed and water for 


two noufs afterwards. 


Hoarse breathing, rattling in the throat, 


choking, yellowish substance in the throat, 
(resembling diphtheria in children), and 
sometimes accompanied with swollen eyes 
may be combined as one difficulty. 
The 


best remedy, says Poultry Keeper, is to 
swab the throat in the morning (using a 
feather) with a mixture of one part spirits 
of turpentine ^nd three parts sweet oil, at 
the same time injectnig a few drops of the 
mixture in each nostril. At night sprinkle 
a few drops of potash down the throat. 
Put 10 grains of powdered permanganate 
of potash in each quart of the drinkina 
water, and keep the birds warm. All 
siok ones should be removed from the 
flock. 


If you run an incubator be sure and get 


a good grade of oil. A poor quality will 
carbonize the wick, encrusting the end, 
and will render it impossible co run the 
machine with an even temperature. 
The 


writer several weeks agft had a mischief of 
a time with some of the miserable kero- 
sene furnished by the Standard oil tank- 
wagon and almost ruined an entire hatch. 


Never let your chioss run about on a 


perfectly smooth surface. This may crip- 
ple some by making them sprawling foot- 
ed and can be avoided by covering the 
nursery floor with rough jute bagging or 
some other such substance which gives the 
babies a foothold. 


"How many chicks can a good Wyan- 


dotte ben take care of the last part of 
March and first part of April?" asked a 
Pennsylvania correspondent of the Poul- 
try Keeper. In reply the ediwjr said io 
his section of the State it is sometimes se- 
verely cold in March and April. The 
weather regulates the number. If a hen 
is given eight chicks in March, and April 
is mild, she may not lose any, but should 
they grow rapidly she cannot cover them, 
hence thote on the outside will die. She 
can take any ordinary number when first 
out of the shells, but as they grow they re- 
quire more space. If a hen can take care 
of six, and raise them, during very cold 
weather, she will do well. A hen does not 
raise one-half of her chicks in winter. 
They die off, one by one, until tho others 
are able .Jo monopolize the warmth from 
the mother. It is therefore a matter of 
tbe condition of tbe weather as to how 
many chicks a hen should have. 


There is one point of advantage in the 


use of cut straw or leaves which largely 
influences laying in winter, and that is the 
warmth retained in the poultry house. 
It 


is not that these materially create warmth, 
but they keep the winds from coming in 
along the floor, and as they also absorb 
dampness they prevent the settling of 
moisture on thewmlls. Let any one go in 
to a stable or stall that has four or five in- 
ches or more of leaves on the floor, ana tbe 
stall will be found warmer and more com- 
fortable than the one having the floor bare. 


Never breed from a cockerel with a de- 


fective comb. 
Nine times out of ten the 


defect will be transmitted to the offspring; 
especially is this so in case of a sprig on 
the side of the conjb, which is a defect ex- 
ceedingly difficult to breed out. 


The breed does not depend upon the pos- 


session of a few particular feathers, says 
the Poultry Keeper, but rather upon form 
and characteristics. A strong and vigor- 
ous bird if pure bred will always give a 
good account of itself. Tne production 
of meat and eggs or market is now the 
main object with practical poultry keepers 
and a minor defect is of no consequence 
compared with vigor and baridness. 


The average farmer will drive his cows, 


mares and sometimes hogs, miles to secure 
admixture of thoroughbred blood and will 
pay fancy prices for same but has tbe 
heart disease if anyone suggests his secur- 
ing a male bird to head bis poultry flock 
at a cost of trom $2 to $5.

Philadelphia- In [uirer;- who Is alao the 
city's Health Officer, in his 'Snort Talks 
on State Topics," on Monday, gave some 
wholesome hints In connection with the 
local smallpox epidemic. The article as 
taken from tbe Inquirer is as follows: 


""yesterday there were not less than 


thirteen cases of smallpox in Bristol, some 
of which were of tbe most dangerous char- 
acter. Bight victims of the same loath- 
some disease baa quietly been added to 
the so-called population of the neighbor- 
ing graveyards, imd the graveyards were 
atill yawning for more. We should not 
like to say that this is a habit they have 
recently acquired, for tbe memory of man 
runneth not back to the time when they 
were not on the outlook for prey, but we 
should again likn to direct attention to 
the fact that samllpox Is not to be feired 
where vaccination has successfully been 
performed. 
This now admitted truth is 


repeated here again for the benefit of such 
Bristolltes as have thns far neglected this 
most important dutf, and also in the hope 
that the people of other communities will 
take the lesson to heart and be vaccinated 
at once. The cost itself is nothing in 
comparison with the expense incurred in 
treating even successfully an attack of the 
disease, aa we are jnclined to think the 
survivors of the Bristol outbreak would be

Then, if it has the goot! 


fortune to begin its career at the top 
of a cl6ud many miles above the earth 
and to pass through many atmospheric 
strata, differing in their temperatuie 
and the amount of moisture they con 
tain, our suowflake Is very likely to 
become a notable individual among its. 
kind. In a stratum of warmer air the 
little flake catches moistwje on its tiny 
splcules, nnd when It enters a coldei 
stratum below tbe moisture is frozen 
and BO the flnke grows. In a thawing 
aliv many flakes sometimes cohere 
forming disks from an inch to two or 
three Indies across. 


The Rainbow. 


When a ray of sunlight falls on 


raindrop, It Is refracted; then part o 
the light is reflected from the Interna 
surface and again refracted on leaving 
the drop. The white gunlight Is no 
only refracted when It enters am 
leaves the drop, but dispersion als 
takes place. The eye sees bright clr 
cles of light for each kind of light, an 
since sunlight Is made up of different 
kinds of homogeneous light we get a 
series of circular arcs, showing the 
spectrum colors, the red being outside 
and the other colors following In the 
order of descending wave length. The 
whole constitutes a primary rainbow. 
A secondary bow Is sometimes seen 
outside the first.
